1M7  July  iw— The  Confedontion  of  tha  British  Amerioui  PnrinoM  of 
Ontario,  Qoebae^  Nora  Sootift  and  New  Brunawieic  m  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
oomea  into  effect  after  a  proclamation  iasued  by  tlie  Queen  from  Windsor 
Cattle  on  May  22nd.  Lord  Monek  (appointed  June  let)  beeomea  GoTemor- 
General  with  the  Hon.  John  Alexander  Macdocald  aa  Prime  Miniater.  The 
latter  ia  created  a  k.oa  by  the  Queen  and  the  honour  of  cm.  ia  eonf erred  upon 
Meaara.  G.  E.  Cartier,  A.  T.  Gait,  W.  ICeDougaU,  W.  P.  Howland,  8.  L.  TiDay 
and  Charlea  Tupper  for  their  aenrioea  to  the  eauae  of  Union.  Cartier  and 
(}alt  decline  the  honour  and  the  former  is  aubaequently  made  a  Baronet  and 
the  latter  a  x.c.if.0.  Serenty-two  Senatora  are  alao  appointed— 86  Conaer- 
Tativea  and  36  Liberala.

Sept  ag.— Thomaa  McGreevy,  m.p.,  ia  expelled  from  the  Ilouae  of  Com- 
mona  for  connection  with  the  contracting  scundals  charged  against  the 
Public  Works  Department. 

Oct.  aS. — The  Provincial  Act  abolishing  Manitoba  Separate  Schools  is 
declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada. 

Nov.  17. — ^A  Banquet  is  given  the  Hon.  Wilfrid  Laurier,  u.p.,  by  the 
I<>ench -Canadians  of  Boston.  The  Liberal  leader  delivers  a  speech  which  is 
afterwards  widely  discussed. 

Nov.  a8. — ^The  Hon.  J.  A.  Chapleau,  if.P.,  delivera  an  eloquent  address 
before  the  Commercial  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  in  which  he  deals 
with  the  question  of  Reciprocity. 

Dec.  14.— The  Hon.  Oliver  Mowat,  Liberal  Prime  Minister  of  Ontario, 
addresses  an  elaborate  and  important  open  letter  to  the  Hon.  Alexander 
Maokensie  in  which  he  reviews  the  political  policies  and  future  position  of 
Canada  and  declares  vigorously  in  favour  of  British  connection  and  against 
American  assimilation. 

Dec  16. — Lieut.-Oovemor,  the  Hon.  A.  R.  Angera,  Q.C,  of  Quebec,  dia- 
misses  the  Mercier  Oovemment  for  alleged  corruption. 

Dec.  at — The  Hon.  Charles  Eugene  Boucher  de  Boucherville,  m.o.,  forma 
an  Administration  in  Quebec,  appeals  to  the  people  upon  the  diarges  made 
against  the  late  Mercier  Ministry  and  is  sustained  by  a  sweeping  majority. 

I  Jaa.  14. — H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Clarence  and  Avondale  dies  in  London. 
Much  sympathy  is  expressed  in  Canada  for  the  Queen  and  Xoyal  Family. 

Feb.  10. — ^A  meeting  is  held  at  Washington  to  discuss  international  trade 
relations.  Mr.  James  O.  Blaine,  United  States  Secretary  of  State,  ami 
General  J.  W.  Foster  are  the  American  representatives  and  Messrs.  Mac- 
kenzie Bowell,  George  E.  (oster  and  Sir  John  Thompeon  the  Canadian 
delegates.  According  to  an  official '  report  of  the  proceedings  signed  by  the- 
Canadians  and  endorsed  by  Sir  Julian  Pauncefote,  British  Minister  at  Wash- 
ington, as  correct,  Mr.  Blaine  refuses  to  negotiate  except  on  a  basis  of 
free  trade  in  natural  and  manufactured  .products  and  a  combined  tariff 
against  all  other  countries. 

— The  2nd  Session  of  the  Seventh  Dominion  Parliament  is  opened 
by  H.E.  Lord  Stanley  of  Preston.     Prorogation  takes  place  on  July  9th.

«al  ripita,  in  prodneing  general  eontent  witji  the  exiatiiM[  ayatem  of 
government,  deaiiea  to  azpreaa  ita  sympathy  with  the  efforts  of  Her 
Majeety's  Imperial  autboritiaa  to  obtain  for  aubjecta  of  Her  Majeaty  who 
have  taken  up  their  abode  in  the  Tranavaal  aueb  a  measure  of  justioe  and 
politicml  recognition  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  seeure  them  iu  full  poa- 
aeeaion  of  equal  ri^ta  and  libertiea."

They  mourn  their  dead  and  grieve  over  their  wounded  with 
tha  uirit  of  an  Imperial  people.  The  achievements  of  their  soldiers  and  the 
saerinees  by  whieh  those  achievements  were  aooomplished  oonflrm  them  the 
more  in  their  resolve  to  do  their  full  duty  in  the  present  pmergeney." 

Feb.  *7. — Precipitated  into  action  by  a  brave  advance  of  the  Royal 
Canadiana  toward  hia  trenches,  Ueneral  Cronje  and  4,000  Boers  surrender 
to  Lord  Roberts  on  the  anniversary  of  Majuba  Hill.  The  Field  Marshal 
cables  the  War  OiBee  that  :  "  In  a  very  successful  attaolc  made  by  the 
Royal  Canadian  Contingent  on  one  of  the  enemy's  trenchea  this  morning, 
Uajor  Pelle  Vr  waa  wounded,  eight  men  icilled,  and  89  men  wounded?* 
Cablegrams  a  congratulation  and  sympathy  combined  come  pouring  into 
the  authoritiea  at  OtUwa.  Mr.  Chamberlain  wires  the  following  to  Lord 
Minto  !  "  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  desires  you  to  express  to  the  people  of 
Canada  her  admiration  of  the  galknt  conduct  of  the  Canadian  troopa  in 
the  Ute  engagement,  and  her  sorrow  at  the  loss  of  so  many  brave  men." 

Fab.  a;.— The  8emlin  Ministry  <n  British  Columbia  U  dUmiased  by 
Lieut. -Governor  T.  K.  Molnnes  who  calls  upon  Mr.  Joseph  Martin  to  form 
a  Government.  The  Legislatura  on  March  1st  passes  a  vote  of  non-oonfldenoe 
in  the  new  Premier  with  onlv  three  di«sentlng  voices  but  is  at  onoe  pro- 
rogued by  Hia  Honour  the  LieutenantGovernor. 

Maxell  I.— Dr.  Borden  in  anawer  to  inquiry  atatea  that  the  1st  Con-

March  aj— Mr.  VV.  S.  Fielding  deliven  his  Budget  speech  in  the  House 
of  Commona  and  shows  a  surplus  of  $4,837,749.  He  also  announoea  the 
increase  of  the  British  praferance  in  the  Tariff  from  26  to  33  Vi  per  cent, 
and  states  that  Loana  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada  have,  at  last,  been  placed 
upon  the  liat  of  securities  in  which,  by  British  law,  trust  funds  may  be 
invested. 

March  30. — Sir  Charles  Tupper,  after  denouncing  the  Preferan.ial  tariff 
for  alleged  inefficiency  in  helping  Britiah  trade  and  because  it  binden  the 
movement  for  a  Canadian  praferance  in  the  British  market  moves  the  fol- 
lowing Resolution  in  Parliament  :  "  That  this  House  is  of  opinion  that  a 
svstem  of  mutual  trade  praferance  between  Graat  Britain  and  Ireland  and 
the  Coloniea  would  greatly  stimulate  increased  production  in,  and  com- 
merce between,  these  countries,  and  would  thus  promote  and  maintain  the 
unity  of  the  Empira  ;  and  that  nothing  which  falls  short  of  the  complete 
raalization  of  such  a  policy  should  be  considered  aa  final  or  aatisfactory." 
It  is  defeated  by  a  vote  of  88  to  48. 

May  8. — ^A  cablegram  from  Sir  Alfred  Milner  to  Lord  Minto  is  made 
public  stating  that  nearly  £2,000  had  been  subscribed  at  Cape  Town 
within  three  days  for  the  sufferars  from  the  Ottawa  fire  and  adding  :  "  Thia 
is  not  a  rich  town  and  citizens  have  enormous  demands  on  their  purses  at 
the  present  time.

You  have  shown  to  the  world 
that  the  Empire  is  united,  and  we  count  on  you  in  the  future,  as  the  past 
justifies  us  in  doing,  to  assist  in  carrying  forward  the  great  work  which 
the  Empire  has  undei-taken  and  to  give  it  a  future  position  even  greater 
than  that  frhich  it  now  occupies."  Colonel  Sir  Howard  Vincent  also  spoke 
and  Colonel  Otter  replied  briefly.  The  Colonial  visitors  were  then  conducted 
to  the  House  of  Lords  by  the  Duke  of  Aivyll,  Lord  Lansdowne  and  Lord 
Aberdeen  and  welcomed  there  by  other  peers.
